\Officials suspect arson in forests

There were at least 10 local fires this weekend and all of 
hem seem to be man-made, according to two fire officials. 
“I think someone is setting them,” said Bob Headman, 
‘battalion chief of the Provo City Fire Department. “We've 
found some evidence that points to arson. I’d rather not 
say what.” They received 11 calls in two hours Friday, he 
fsaid. District Ranger of Uinta National Forest Robert 
jHaston agrees, “I think there is an arsonist problem in this 
¥whole county. I heard word from Provo about fires started 
itby tennis balls filled with gas.” 
Thursday a fire on Squaw Peak burned more than 30 
acres, he said. Inhabitants of Hope Campground were 
‘evacuated. The fire was man-caused, but the source was 


not identified, according to Easton. In two separate fires 
in Pleasant Grove Friday, firefighters identified the 
sources as fireworks called spinners. 

A fire in Rock Canyon on Saturday was started by an 
abandoned campfire. Easton said the campfire was cold 
when they arrived but had burned underground after 
being fueled by pine needles. 

“The fire was small, but critical,” said Easton. It burned 
about half an acre. 

“There have been many fires along the (Wasatch) front 
_this year that may have been arson, but it is just so hard to 
catch,” he said. “We could use help from the public.” 
Easton suggested practicing fire safety rules such as mak- 
ing sure the campfire is really out and reporting any 
suspicious actions or the license plate numbers of arson 
suspects.

NASA plans to resume shuttle 
launches in September, more than 2 
1/2 years after the shuttle Challenger 
exploded during takeoff, killing the 
seven astronauts aboard. However, 
equipment problems may delay the 
launch. 

Nearly half of the 1,228 adults sur- 
veyed said the shuttle explosion had 
shaken their confidence in NASA, 
and 60 percent of that group said their 
faith in the space agency has not been 
restored. 

That means that about 30 percent 
of all respondents lacked confidence

English 115 was full by June 15, 
so 850 more seats were added on 
July 7, Bybee said.

According to Bybee, there is still 
room available in the sections of bi- 
ology, physical science and Math 
112 that were added. 

Each department makes the de- 
cision of whether or not more sec- 
tions will be added, according to 
university registrar, Gene F. Pri- 
day. 

“It is uncertain at this point Gf 
even more sections will be added);

lraq to withdraw from Iranian territory 


BAGHDAD, Iraq — Iraq said Monday it will withdraw from Iranian 
territory captured in the past week, prompting hopes of quiet on the long 
border warfront when peace talks begin at the United Nations in New York. 

Announcers interrupted regular state television programs to say the army 
would withdraw on Tuesday from territory captured in the central border 
region. 

“They will be withdrawn in line with our declared policy that we have no 
territorial ambitions in Iran,” said a military communique read by the an- 
nouncers. 

In New York, members of the U.N. Security Council began private consul- 
tations on an Iranian complaint that Iraq used chemical weapons in a weekend 
offensive in violation of the 1925 Geneva Convention. 

Javier Perez de Cuellar, the U.N. secretary-general, has scheduled sepa- 
rate meetings this week with the foreign ministers of Iran and Iraq, Ali 
Akhbar Velayati and Tariq Aziz, in an attempt to reach a truce in the 8-year- 
old war. 

“T plan to begin talking to each separately and I hope this might lead to 
direct talks,” the secretary-general said as he entered U.N. headquarters 
Monday. 

Iraq has insisted on direct negotiations with Iran, but the Ivanians have not 
yet agreed. 


Utah commemorates arrival of pioneers 


SALT LAKE CITY — The annual Days of ‘47 Parade, playing before 
downtown Salt Lake City sidewalks packed by an estimated crowd of 250,000, 
kicked off a day of activities Monday commemorating the arrival of pioneers in 
Utah 151 years ago. 

Overcast skies kept parade-time temperatures Monday morning in the 70s, 
offering parade-watchers relief from weeks of 100-degree heat that have 
plagued the Beehive State. 

The parade was the highlight of a day of Pioneer Day activities in the 
Beehive State. Other events Monday included a marathon and 10-kilometer 
run, world championship rodeo, fireworks, and a religious sunrise service. 

Among dignitaries who rode in the parade were President of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, Ezra Taft Benson, Utah Governor Norm 
Bangerter and wife Colleen; members of Utah’s congressional delegation; 
county and city officials, Utah’s Olympic archer Denise Parker and Days of ’47 
committee members. 


Brezhnev’'s son-in-law accused of bribery 


MOSCOW — The son-in-law of the late Soviet President Leonid I. Brezh- 
nev will stand trial in September on charges of giving and accepting bribes, it 
was reported Monday. 

The government daily newspaper Izvestia said the Military Collegium of the 
Soviet Supreme Court on Monday determined there is sufficient evidence to 
put Yuri Churbanov on trial with eight other people. It said the trial would 
begin in early September but did not give an exact date. 

The evidence against the nine defendants is contained in 110 volumes, the 
newspaper reported. 

The Tass news agency had said in January that a bribery and corruption 
investigation of Churbanov, who is in his 50s, had been completed. 

Churbanov married Galina Brezhnev while her father was party leader and 
was appointed in 1980 as deputy interior minister, a post that is in the 
department overseeing uniformed police and issuance of travel and emigration 
visas. He was removed from the post three years ago for what was said at the 
time to be preparation for transfer to other, unspecified work. But he was 
arrested last year and accused of corruption and bribe-taking. 


IRA man murdered as cardinal preaches 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland — Men dressed as policemen killed an IRA 
man Monday while Cardinal John O’Connor of New York delivered a sermon a 
mile away in which he implored Americans not to romanticize Irish violence. 

Brendan Davidson, a member of Sinn Fein, the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army’s legal political wing, was shot in the head after answering a knock on his 
door, police said. 

Davidson, 33, belonged to the Sinn Fein, the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army’s legal political wing. An IRA statement issued in Belfast said he was 
one of its members. 

He was shot down 48 hours after an IRA bomb killed a Protestant couple and 
their 6-year-old son, who had just driven across the border from the Irish 
Republic.

Children’ sfoundation denied beer license 


SALT LAKE CITY — Salt Lake County’s refusal to issue a permanent 
beer license to a charitable foundation imperils the group’s efforts to aid needy 
children, a spokesman says. 

The Betterment of Children Foundation sought the Class B license to sell 
beer at the south shore of the Great Salt Lake. However, commissioners 
recently denied the request on the recommendations of the sheriff's depart- 
ment and the county’s business license section. 

Betterment of Children had been granted a one-time license to sell beer at a 
July Fourth celebration on private property just east of the Great Salt Lake 
Beach State Park. The organization then requested a permanent license for 
beer sales at the same site. 

But the sheriff's office and business license regulators objected, saying the 
organization does not operate a bona fide restaurant as required by regula- 
tions governing a Class B license. The two agencies also cited alleged license 
violations at the July 4 event. Foundation spokesman Denny Moore said the 
group’s operations should be considered in the restaurant category. Further, 
Moore denied any violations occurred.

Jason will not be able to fight off infec- 
tion so he will need to stay in a room 
that is something like a bubble to pro- 
tect him. 

The hospital needed to have one of 
these rooms available before Jason 
could have his operation.

MOSCOW — Workers dusted off 
idled machinery, shops reopened and 
buses rolled Monday as Armenians in 
Nagorno-Karabakh quit a two-month 
strike that failed to persuade the 
Kremlin to transfer the region to the 
control of a neighboring republic. 

One resident said Armenians won’t 
give up despite the Soviet leader- 
ship’s rejection a week ago of their 
demand to take Nagorno-Karabakh 
out of the republic of Azerbaijan and 
annex it to Armenia. 

“The decision has done little for us, 
and we will continue this fight to the 
end. But what is the sense of continu- 
ing to strike?” said an engineer for the 
State Broadcasting Committee in 
Stepanakert, the main city in the Del- 
aware-sized disputed region. 

The decision by Armenians to end 
the protest strikes marks a victory for 
the Kremlin in its drive to end the 
region’s turmoil.

Researchers identify 
genetic alterations 
which cause cancer

BAR HARBOR, Maine — Re- 
searchers have identified genetic mu- 
tations that lead to the development 
of colon cancer, a critical step toward 
the development of better treatments 
for a form of cancer that kills 53,500 
Americans annually. 

“You can look at these genetic al- 
terations as the causes of cancer — 
just as you can look at bacteria as the 
causes of infection,” said Dr. Bert 
Vogelstein of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity School of Medicine in Balti- 
more. 

Just as the polio virus had to be 
discovered before the polio vaccine 
could be developed, these genetic 
changes must be found before cancer 
can be prevented, Vogelstein said 
Monday in a telephone interview. 

Research so far suggests that per- 
haps ag many as seven genetic:muta- 
tions must occur for colon cancer tu- 
mors to appear, Vogelstein said. 

Five of those changes have now 
been identified, said Ray White of the 
Howard Hughes Medical Institute, 
University of Utah. 

White spoke Monday at The Jack- 
son Laboratory in Bar Harbor, 
Maine. White said that colon cancer 
appears to be caused both by the acti- 
vation of known cancer genes and by 
the failure of certain anti-cancer 
genes. 

“The steps in the pathway are 
starting to be filled in,” White said. 

Understanding how these genetic 
changes produce colon tumors may 
allow doctors to distinguish between 
more severe and less severe forms of 
colon cancer in individuals, he said, 
and could one day lead to better can- 
cer drugs. 

White has been one of the leaders in 
the study of the anti-cancer genes 
that protect against cancer.

Armenians in Nagorno-Karabakh 
began sporadic strikes and rallies in 
February to press for annexation 
with Armenia, contending they suf- 
fered discrimination under the Azer- 
baijanis. Strikes and rallies also 
erupted in Armenia in support of the 
demand. 

Tass said buses began running 
again, food stores and other busi- 
nesses reopened, and construction 
workers returned to their jobs Mon- 
day in Stepanakert. 

“Today people went to work,” the 
broadcast engineer said in a tele- 
phone interview. “Transport is oper- 
ating and we have ended our strikes.” 
She declined to give her name. 

Communist Party officials went to 
the Azerbaijani capital of Baku to dis- 
cuss with the republic’s leaders “ef- 
forts at restoring a normal working 
rhythm and strenghtening socialist 
legality and public order,” Tass said.

Once again Utah remembered its heritage as it celebrated the 
Days of 47 to honor the pioneers that settled the valley. 

The 24th of July weekend was packed with celebrations and re- 
membrances of history. 

Some celebrations were new and others had a long history behind 
them. 

The second annual Pioneer Pageant at Draper was presented by 
more than 300 children on an outdoor stage at Draper Elementary 
School. The show, produced by Merrill Osmond, highlighted the 
exodus of the Saints from the East, the mob actions in Missouri, the 
miracle of the crickets and the gulls, and the growth of the Salt Lake 
Valley. 

The park is full of 
restored pioneer homes, and on this historic weekend the homes 
were filled with people who represented the pioneers who once dwelt 
ina similar village. Pioneer children had barrel hoop races in the dirt 
streets while big, muscular men forged steel in the blacksmith’s shop 
and women made ice cream to sell at the general store. 

The Days of ’47 Rodeo proved true to tradition with its usual 
bumps and bruises. Cowboys from near and far tested their steel as 
they rode for the gold and hoped to bring home some prize money. 

And the oldest tradition for Utah’s Days of ’47 went on in “grand 
procession” style. The parade began in 1849 to commemorate the 
entering of the pioneers to the valley and was known at that time as a 
grand procession.
